A lUtlroad Horror. 


llRAniNo, Pa , September 10. One of 


the worst wrecks >-ever known ' In tbls_ 
scct'onxiccurred to night oa the Reading 
railroad. Seventeen miles from here, 
ncttt'SliocraakcravlHc. there Is a. curve 
where tho railroad Is about 18 or 20 feet 
higher tban tbe Schnylkill river- 
Here, 


some lime before six o'clock, a freight 
train ran Into a coal train, throwing sev- 
eral carl on to the opposite track. Be- 
fore tbo train hands had an? time to 
warn any approaching train of danger] 
the Poltsvllle express, csnylnR about 
one hundred and flfly pmscngera, came 
round tho curve at the rate of 40 miles 
an hour and r«n Into the wrecked coal 
cars. The engine went down the em 
bankment, followed by the entire train 
wltb it* human freight. 


The scene w«s one. of great horror. 


The cries of the imprisoned pMsengers 
were heartrending. . Some of the p»iKn- 
ger* managed to <.i»wl oat of their 
prison and arouse the neighborhood. 
Word was telegraphed to thl* city «nd 
surgeons apd a force of three hundred 
workmen taken to the spot. Tbe work 
was slow, and tbe dead and dying were 
taken out with great difficulty.

10 to-nlgbt six dead and thirty wounded 
bad been taken out. Of the latter aome 
were brought to this city and others 
taken to the miners' hospital at A»hlapd.
